was an Harpficord, which I (ludied with the 
like Succefs ; infomuch, that I was made

this Day, and fupply by a Deputy ; fince my 

Refidence is at leaft at an hundred Miles Di- 
ftance 



My next Preferment was to the Place of 

Organift in the Cathedral of G , where 

I refided fome Years, and propagated Miific 
(which till then they had been utter Strangers 
to) not only in that City, but many Miles 
round it, with indefatigable Pains and Indu- 
ilry 3 and no fmall Degree of Succefs : The 

Make 
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Make and Agility of my Body (which is of 
the fmalleft Size) fitted me for the one, my 

Method of Teaching (which is different 
from all other Matters ) procured me the 
other. 



Hitherto I have faid nothing of my SkilJ 
in Compofition, which I value myfelf more 
upon, than excelling on three Inftruments, ■ 
In my younger Days I fought out the beft 

Means I could, of obtaining a competent 
Knowledge therein; I placed myfelf under 

the Direction of the learned Do&or P — , 

but the Doctors Rules were rather too ab- 

ftrufe, too dry, and full of Labour, for one 
of my volatile Difpofition : However, he had 
the Money and I had the Precepts; and 
made no {mall Advantage of them I affure 
vou. For, whenever my Fundamentals were 
in the leaft queftioned, the Dodor's Name 
occurred immediately ; and his Rules ready to 
be produced. I talked as fluently of Hexa- 

chorda, Solmifation, Counterpoint, &c. as 

if I had really underftood them. But, be- 
tween Friends the Dodor is too nice, too ri- 



id 
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gld in his Principles of Harmony ; too ftricS 
in the Obfervance of Preparation and Refo- 

lution too fcrupulous about Accents, 

Fugues, Imitations, and the like- — .for 

what are all thefe but fo many Clogs to a 
Uprightly Genius? But as I faid before, this 
Stuff is all laid afide. In fhort, I puzzled 
and perplexed myfelf about them a great 
while to little Purpofe ; at length refolved to 
give them up entirely, which accordingly I 
did ; finding my own unerring Fancy to pro- 
duce infinitely more charming Effe&s. 

In the Courfe of my Pra&ice, I have al- 
ways taken Care (following the Example of 
Italian Matters) to perform, to teach, and to 
recommend none but my own Compofuions 
(and that they are my own few will be £o 
hardy to deny,) By this means I have brought 
my Scholars to a thorough Senfe of my great 
Abilities, and the Inconfiderablenefs of thofe 
of all other Matters. 



Succeeding thus in my private Capacity, I 
came to a Refolution to difpky my Talents 



more 
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more amply abroad ; I published 
my Songs at this Day are in the Hands of 
Hundreds, who fubfcribed for them : As 
they will fpeak for themfelves, I (hall not en- 
large upon the Beauties of them, but content 
myfelf with faying only, that they were the 
firft Specimen of true Tafte that ever were 
printed, 

I muft confefs, by fome thefe Songs were 
treated with great Indignity ; particularly at 
the Univerfity of C , where I had ma- 
ny Subfcribers. I fuppofe the Cafe to be 
thus : My Friends being defirous to hear 
them, they were exhibited *at their weekly 
Concert, and there performed (I make no

theleaft Degree of pleafing Senfation ; where- 
as, finging and playing my Mujic alone is 
not fufficient ; it muft be accompanied with 
fome Gefticulation, and the Mufcles of the 

Face muft be nicely obfervant to contract or 
diftend themfelves in Frowns, Smiles, Leers, 
Languifliings, &c. according to the' different 

Motions 
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Motions felt within : By this means, I have 
fcen an Audience moft highly delighted when 
I have performed a Piece in this manner, 
which, if any other Man had fung or played, 
would have been thought quite flat and inix- 
pid : I (hall therefore rank this among my 
greateft Excellencies, of which more hereaf- 
ter. Had I been there to have given them 
Fair-play, to have performed them myfelf 

with the true Gufto, their Doom would 

have been reverfed 3 and inftead of their being 
inhumanly condemned to the Flames as they 
were, they would not only have been ap- 
plauded, butalfo have been preferred, among 
the moft valuable Works of Antiquity in their 
Archives. As to the other Univerfity, (o 
much of the old Leaven remained there, that 
few or none fubferibed ; fo that I am at a Loft 

to know what Reception they met with in 
that Place. 



Flowever, not in the leaft difcouraged, I 
went on : being determined to pufh my 
Scheme of improving the Tafte of the Coun- 
try, and, if poiftbie, to bring it to a propor-

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tionable Standard with that of the Politeilc 
in London. 



The next Performance I exhibited to the 

Public, was Six Solos, or rather Duettos (for 
one Part was as principal as the other) for 

a Violin and Violoncello. There was Tafte 

and Judgment to Perfection ! but alas, their 

Misfortune, like my former Work, was, not 
to be underflood : infomuch, that a certain

ood Harmony and Connexion. Now here 
'tis plain he does not underftand me $ for 
Harmony is not the Thing I value myfelf 
upon : and as to Connexion, if I can make 
two Parts agreeable, each in itfelf, a very little 
Relation one to the other is fufficient.

However meeting with this Rebuff, from 
a Man who is reputed to be a great Connoif- 
feur, threw me partly into aRelapfe: and foon 
after, I publifhed profeffedly, an Imitation of 
an old-fafhioned Piece of Compofition * : re- 
folving (though it coft me infinite Pains, I 
muft confefs) to crave a Truce with (at leaft 

to footh) thefe fnarling Critics for a while : 
but the Fate of this Performance was ftill 
harder than the former ; my Subfcription 
would not fill : fo that this elaborate Piece 
could be known only within the Circle of 

thofe already my Patrons and Encouragers 5 
this anfwered no End whatever. 



In the firft place, I loft Money by it : in 
next, acquired no Reputation : My Friends 
and Admirers did not want to be convinced

ffcft it, had that been the Cafe : bcine, as I 
laid before, in a Style fo different from what 
I had been fo long inculcating.

I was forced to hazard my Work in the Shops: 
partly in hopes of defraying the Expences of 
Engraving, Paper, Printing, &c. but, above 
all, that it might fall into the Hands of thofe 

who call themlelves Judges (the principal 
Intention in publishing it.) This End was an- 
fwered ; but with fo little Succefs, that, in- 
ftead of meeting with Approbation and Ap- 
plaufe, I was loaded with the invidious Ap- 
pellations of Trifler, Mimkk, Pretender, 

fcurvy Imitator, and the like.- How ungrate-' 
ful a Return was this to my friendly Defign \ 
the Pangs I felt, are inconceivable. I raved 

I wept again I raved - again 

1 wept at length, Courage getting the 

better of Defpondency, I vowed Revenge. 
Various Schemes immediately prefented thenl-' 
fclves to my View, (for I am, thank Heaven, 
bleft v/uh a mod fertile Invention) fome fea- 
iiUe, fome othcrwife j fome I cherifhed, and 

feme rejefted \ but ilill fome Doubt or Per- 
plexity 
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pjexlty arofe to baffle my Defigq, and prevent 
rpy bringing it to Maturity, till at length I 
hit upon an infallible one ; a Scheme that 
will be admired, when its Author is dead and 

rotten.

2nd Difficulty. 
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The firft Thing that occurred, was the 

LagaJo * ; that wdnderful Invention of the 
learned Profeffor mentioned in Captain Gulli- 
ver s Travels : which, with fome little Alte- 
ration, might have fitted my Purpofe ex- 
tremely well, and which I could eafily have 
got made, as now I live in a ** Place fa- 
mous for mechanic Operations. But then, 

the Bulk of the Machine, and the Number 
of Hands required to work is, viz. Forty Pair 

at leaft, made it at bell inconvenient ; and in 
many-Cafes wholly impracticable. Otherwife, 
it would have been the prettied Employment 
imaginable for thofe Ladies and Gentlemen 
who are remarkable for their Dexterity in 
cutting Paper, to have feparated the Notes 

and Pafiages, and pafted them on the little 

Pieces of Wood : which you know is very 
like cutting out the Figures in coloured 
Prints, viz. Birds, Beads, Flowers, Trees, 

Men, Women, Houfes, &c, and pafting

I then took into Confideration a Scheme 
propofed to the Royal Society, for writing 
down Mufic played extempore on a Harpfi- 
cord, or any fuch Inflrument, by means of 

Pencils being fixed in the underfide of the 
Keys, and a Barrel, or Roller, to turn round, 
having Lines ready ruled upon it, to receive 
the Marks which the Pencilt would make 
thereon 5 and the Proportions of the Notes 
to be calculated according to the different 
Lengths of the Strokes. This might have 

done.; but then it was neceffary to be a Mu- 
sician (at leaft a Performer) before you could 

be a Compofer j for which reafon I laid that 
afide. 



The next Scheme that offered itfelf, was 
that of Signora Gambarini : of teaching the 
Proportions of harmonical Sounds, by the 
Pipps on Cards ; but considering this might

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burthen the Memory of my Difciples, and 
that the old Lady might be angry at fuch an 

Infringement upon her Property, I rejedled 
that alfo. Not but it would have taken me 

up fome Time to have ftudied and difcovered 

the manner in which it is done ; for at pre- 
fent, I confefs, I am wholly ignorant of it. 



But, as the Foam on Bucephalus 9 s Bit was 
better exprefled by the Pencil thrown in De- 
fpair, than by all the Pains Apelles could be- 
flow : and as the nobleft Inventions have been 
owing to the High te ft Accidents, fo it hap- 
pened with me. After I had taken an incre- 
dible deal of Pains, to little or no purpofe* 
and almoft defpairing of Succefs, an Accident 

furnifhed me with a Hint, which hath made 
me ample amends,.— —Ample amends, I fay, 
for if this does not give the Coup de Grace to

Stepping one Day into my Bookbinder's 
Shop whilft he was at work, I ftood fome 
time and chatted with him : regarding but 
little of aught he did, till leaving me for a 

Minute, 
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Minute, going to one Corner of his Shop, and 
fetching from thence a Gallipot with a Brufli 
in it: thinks I, what can this be for ? I fooq 
difcovered, that the Ufe he applied it to, was 
to fprinkle the Edges of the Leaves, and (with 
fame Variation) the Outfide of the Covers. 

'Twill do ! faid I in the greateft 
Rapture imaginable ! and diredly flew out of 
jhe Shop,

pectation, Before I give you thorough Di- 
rections in what manner to apply this Inftru- 
ment, I fhall beg leave to fugged afewThings 
as being abfolutely neceiiary to be obferved, 
In order to make a right Ufe of it. 



Firft, It will be proper you fhould be ac- 
quainted with the different Faihions and Make

long fince been laid afide with the Idea an- 
nexed to them ; except in Cathedrals, and I 
hope they will foon be banifhed thence : for 

their Mufic was fo unintelligible in my Time, 
that I never could underftand or execute any 

of it 3 except a few of Dr. G ns Anthems, 

Crotchets, Quavers, Semiquavers, and Demi* 
femiquavers, are the only Notes Mufic ought 

to appear in j unlefs when w ? e affedt to look 

like our Great-grand-fathers : thefe therefore 
you muft be able to mark with your Pen. I 

prefume, moft Folk can write, at fome rate 
or other ; it matters not, how indifferently or 
ungracefully, fince it is properly the Bufinefs 

of fome Underling to tranferibe our Works 
fairly and legibly. In a word, the Three firft 
Pages of an Eighteenpenny Book (which any 

Shop can furnifh you with) will as fully in- 

firuct you in every thing neceffary of this 

Sort, as if I were to write a Volume upon the 
Subjedt. I (hall therefore confine my Inftruc- 
tions to Matters of greater Importance 
fuch as relate to the Grand Scheme of Refor- 



mation.

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As Ligatures and Bindi?igs are grown obfo- 
lete, avoid them on all Occafions. 

Never think of the Key orTone, Time, or 

Meafure, till you have applied the Spruzza-

Avoid (as much as poffible) any great Va- 
riety in the Bafs Part ; for this is truly Italian*

manner of Thorough-Bafs : if they happen 
not to be agreeable to the Harmony or Mo-

It frequently will happen, that the Spots 
will form a Paffage like fome favourite Air of 
another Author : I can fee no Reafon why 
fuch a Paffage fhould be rejected. Would a 

Poet reject a Couplet, a Verfe, or even a 
Thought of Homer, Virgil, Pope, or Dry den, 

that fell in pat with his Subject ? by no means ; 
It is rather looked upon as an Illuflration 5 a 

Specimen of his Reading. Indeed the Poets 

have one great x^-dvantage over us Muficians,

take it out again (hake off the fuperfluous 
Liquid ; then take the fibrous or hairy Part 
betwixt the Fore-finger and Thumb of your 
Left-hand, preffing them clofe together, and 
hold it to the Lines and Spaces you intend 
to fprinkle; then draw the Fore-finger of 
your Right-hand gently over the Ends there- 
of, and you will fee a Multiplicity of Spots 

on the Paper 3 this repeat as often as you

have Occafion, ftill beginning where you left* 
off. This done, read very carefully over* 
the Rules and Directions above ; and then 
take your Pen and proceed to the placing the 
Cliffs or Keys at the Beginning, marking the 

Bars, and forming the Spots into (Crotchets, 
Quavers, &c. as your Fancy {hall prompt 
yon, firft the Treble, then the Bafs 3 obferv- 

ing a proportionable Quantity in the latter to 
fuit with the former 3 this done, feafon it 
with Flats and Sharps to your Tafte. 

It may be objected, that Ink is a nafty 

Thing and will daub the Fingers ; but thofe 

who are ufed to Intrigue will quickly remove 
this Obje&ion, by fuggefting the many Ways 
of writing fecret Letters to deceive Fathers, 
Uncles, Guardians, &c. For Inftance, ufe 
Lemon-juice inftead of Ink, and nothing will 

appear but one entire Blank ; hold it to the 
Fire a Moment and every Stroke becomes vi- 
fible. Now, every one knows Lemon-juice- 
is fo far from being a nafty Thing, that it is 
a great Cleanfer ; and fmells molt agreeably.
